Judge Scott, who will take hia seat 


on the bench to-morrow was bom iu 
Glasgow, Ky., in 1331, and received 
liia education at Frankliu College, 
Tenu., where he left without gradua- 
ting. In 1SG3 he removed to Indian- 
apolis, where he was a civil engineer 
on the Indiana and Illinois Central 
railroad then being built. He lived 
in this city but sis mouths, removing 
to Montezuina, where he continued 
his 
business 
of - civil 
engineer- 


ing, 
devoting as 
much 
of 
his 


leisure time as possible 
to 
the 


study of the law. In 1856 he began 
the practice of law at Montezuma, at- 
tending . cour,t at Koekville, eight 
miles distant, and Newport, six miles 
distant, to which places he frequently 
walked on court days, returning oh 
foot at night. ^ In I860 he was elected 
prosecuting attorney of Parke, Yigo 
and Sullivan counties, anil re-elected 
iu 1862.. In 1861 he removed to Terre 
Haute, where he bus built up a high- 
ly remunerative practice. In 1S68 he 
was elected judge of the common 
pleas court and re-elected to the some* 
office in 1872, serving on the last term 
until 1874, when 
the 
courts 


were reorganized, throwiu yhim out 
of office. He is held in high estima- 
tion as a gentleman, and as a lawyer 
doing a large office business, it being 
his policy to settle as many cases as 
possible without bringing them into 
court. 
He has long been considered 


the host advisor and arbitrator in 
Terre Haute. He is-the secretary of 
the state normal school, and was a 
member ef the democratic state cen- 
tral committee in the campaigns of 
1874 and 1876. In the latter year he 
was credited by his opponents with

Interesting Sketch of Judge 
Perkins's Successor on 


the Supreme Bench. 


The Indianapolis J^'ews gives the 
following sketch of the new supreme 
judge : 


Judge Scott, who will take his seat 
on the bench to-morrow was bom in 
Glasgow, Ky., in 1831, and received 
hia education at Frankliu College, 
Tenn., where he left without gradua- 
ting. In 1868 he removed to ludiaa- 
apolis, where he was a civil engineer 
on the Indiana and Illinois Central 
railroad then being built. He lived 
in this city but six months, removing 
to Montezuma, where he continued 
his 
business 
of 
civil 
en^neer- 
ing, devoting as 
much 
of 
his 
leisure time as possible 
to 
the 
study of the law. In 185(> he began 
the practice of law at Montezuma, at- 
tending cour.t at Rockville, eight 
miles distant, and Newport, six miles 
distant, to which places he frequently 
walked on court days, returning on 
foot at night.. In 1860 he was elected 
pro.secuting attorney of Parke, Vigo 
and Sullivan counties, and re-elected 
in 1862. In 1861 he removed to Terre 
Haute, where he has built up a high- 
ly remunerative practj(?e. In 1S68 he 
was elected judge of the common 
pleas court and re-elected to the same 
office in 1872, serving on the last term 
until 
1874, 
when 
the 
courts 
were reorganized, throwin vj^him out 
of office. He is held in high estima- 
tion as a gentleman, and as a lawyer 
doing a large office business, it being 
his policy to settle as many cases as 
possible without bringing them into 
court. 
He has long been considered 
the best advisor and arbitrator iu 
Terre Haute. 
He is the secretary of 
the state normal school, and was a 
member ef the democratic state cen 
tral committee in the campaigns of 
1874 and 1876. In the latter year he 
was credited by his opponents with 
being 
the 
brains 
of the demo- 
cratic committee. 
He is six feet 
three inches high, the exact long- 
itude of the governor, the two being 
particularly warm friends. He will 
hold the office to which he has been 
appointed until next November, when 
(if 
the constitutional amendment 
passes) the vacancy temporarily filled 
will be supplied by election. 
If the 
amendment is defeated the election 
will take place in October. There is 
little doubt that when the time comes 
Judge Scott will be nominated as his 
own successor. He has but one ac- 
complishment outside of the law-—like 
his colleague. Judge Horace P. Biddle, 
he plays the violin.

President Gilman, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, records that during 
the past three years that institution 
has liad 127 graduate students, 57 of 
whom have held fellowships and 91 
collegiate students. He adds that the 
number of students constantly in- 
creases, and their quality constantly 
improves; that there has not been an 
occasion for the faculty to reprimand 
or censure a single student; and that 
it has never been his good fortune to 
live among a more earnest, diligent 
and enthusiastic company of young 
men than those who are there assem- 
bled. 


By no means permit yourself to 
strike a child upon the head. The 
organs exposed iu the head are the 
most delicately finished in the body, 
and a slight blow may cause perma- 
nent physical injury. A blow on the 
head, a jerk of the ear or hair, or any 
kind of a slap, is not only dangerous, 
but it is undignified and unbecoming 
to the teacher. 
Such punishment is 
never inflicted in love, and can have 
but a temporary and seemingly good 
eitect. The teacher should never pun- 
ish in haste or in anger. If corporal 
punishment is to be inflicted, let it be 
after a full and friendly statement of 
the cause of it and its necessity. And 
a blow offered after such a statement 
is only the execution of a law; if the 
law is inexorable, strike; but if it is 
not less rigid than that which binds 
the governor of a state, then exercise 
your proud prerogative and pardon.— 
Chicago Educational 
Weekly. 


In some of the San Francisco pri-

those of Quincy are used. A large 
clock-face is used to teach the value 
of time, and tin measures and water 
are employed in explaining that of 
measures. In fractions broken chalks 
and divided fruits serve as illustra- 
tions.

rom memory. In one school the teacher 
takes her class out in the country 
without leaving the room. The ticket- 
selling and other railroad methods are 
defined, the future of the country de- 
scribed, with its agricultural produc- 
tions—it is altogether a lessou in local 
geography, botany, business and nar- 
ration, and leaves the children with 
practical ideas of what they have 
been discussing. Peanuts, jack-knives 
and marbles appear as illustrations iu 
the arithmetic class in this school.. It 
is related of a California teacher that 
several years ago she was much 
troubled by her pupils' dull and list* 
' less recitations in ffeograpby. On her 
way home one day she noticed a 
large pool of water in the school- 
yard, and was struck by a brilliant 
ilea. 
She took bet class out to the 


pond next dmy, and with the water 
and the mud and the worn a w a j 
shores of tho miniature ocean gave 
them a lepson iit geography that at 
once vividly instructed and delighted 
them. 
One prominent San Francisco 
educator declares that tbe great need 
of the schools is more practical in- 
struction on current topics, and ad- 
vocates the reading of a newspaper in 
school every morning, all the valuable 
home and foreign information being 
imparted to the pupil.— Transcript. 


TREATMENT OP CHILDREN. 
To th® Editor of the SKXTIXEI> : 


In view of the Peltier-Wells affair 
as regards our schools. I am prompted 
to write a few thoughts deduced from 
observation relative to teachers and 
teaching; basing my justification up- 
on the fact, that the greater portion 
of my life has been spent in school 
rooms, either as pupil or teacher. 
In 
my visits to schools in various parts of 
our country, I have been reminded 
by an observation of the fact that lit 
tie account is taken of the characters 
of children—their qualifications and 
natural tendencies, physical or mental 
—the attempt is made to force the boy 
to the system, not to adapt the sys- 
tem to the boy. 


One routine 
exists for all pu- 
pils, whether for the 
inculcation 
of study or for correction of faults. 
The earnest and passionate nature is 
treated in the same way as the cold 
and phlegmatic; the boy of genius or 
talent, aa the dullard; the one who 
loves, as he who dislikes study; the 
weakly, as the strong. 
They are all 
driven together like a flock of sheep, 
with scarcely any regard to individual 
capabilities, bent of genius, or phys- 
ical constitution, which, indeed, little 
effort—and that ill-directed—has been 
made to discover. 


Boys with the germs of great genius 
who, for want of some minor quality, 
are rejected and placed in some lower 
division, humiliated and discouraged, 
although with care the deficient qual- 
ity could have been supplied. The 
want of this, perhaps, would make 
the boy a recruit to the ranks of evil, 
or at least unfit him, when a man, 
for 
the 
real 
business 
of life. 
It 
was the small 
bolt 
wanting 
to enable the machine to do its work 
properly. 
Many precepts, beautiful 
indeed in intention, are crammed in- 
to the pupil, the process being repeat- 
ed until they often become irksome, 
and he is expected to become moral 
and religious. 
Precepts are of little 
use unless those whom they are meant 
to benefit are educated, fortified and 
disciplined in the practical means of 
observing them. The way to " train 
up a child the way he should go," is 
to go that way ourselves. 
Children 
with many good natural tendencies 
leave school with bad habits and vices 
so marked and developed that even 
the exertions of the most skilfull phy- 
sicians, the discourses of the most 
learned of our clergy, fail to effect a 
cure. It is necessary to searrh out 
the characters and dispositions of 
children, to discover the qualities, 
tendencies and incipient faults and 
act accordingly; to dive, as it were, 
into the secret imaginings of the 
child; 
to 
detect 
the 
early 
germ of evil and note the presence of 
good, to indicate measures for eradi- 
cating the one and developing the 
other. Neither the faults nor the good 
qualities of children show themselves 
in the same way; tbe indications vary 
in each child according to his tempera- 
ment and the circumstances in which 
he may be placed. 
Education is the 
lever to be usefl in the regeneration 
of society. The evils to be eradicated 
have their stronghold in the mode in 
which education is being conducted. 
These tendencies to evil should be 
destroyed in their birth, the germs of 
imperfections and crimes of the man, 
detected and eradicated in the child; 
while valuable 
qualities and good 
tendencies should be searched out and 
means devised for their healthful 
development. 
I believe that it is 
Timothy Titcomb, in Gold^Foil," who 
says: 
"That whatever is good in us 
thrives best by b^ing recognized." 


Men of genius have been compelled 
by ignorance or driven by necessity to 
follow occupations for which 
they 
were not fitted, and which they, in- 
deed, 
often 
loathed; 
the 
really 
valuable tendencies of these men, 
bent in an opposite direction, were al- 
lowed to run to waste, or perhaps be 
used to the injury and destruction of 
others. 
The most 
ordinary men, 
those even who would otherwise be 
swayed by gross passions would be- 
come contented 
workmen in the 
cause of good when occupied in pur- 
suits for which their education had 
fitted 
them. 
Weeds and noxious 
plants are not unfrequently born 
from the very richness and exuber- 
ance of the soil, while many a dark 
and seemingly sterile stem conceals 
the embryo of fruit and floweis, 
which a genial sunshine will call into 
life and beauty. 


The qualities which enable a pre- 
ceptor to impart literary and scientific 
knowledge differ widely from those 
fitted for searching out, discriminat- 
ing and correcting faults of character, 
interpreting the real qualities that 
nature has implanted in the youthful 
aspirant, and devising the measures 
to be taken for correction or develop- 
ment.

high standard of musical cufture. The 
best wishes of the community for the 
success of the association iu all its 
objects were given to the assembled 
teachers. 


On his own behalf he referred to ye 
olden time. 
He, himself, was once a 
music teacher. 
This statement might 
require an "affidavit" to secure cre- 
dence, but the fact remained. 
More 
than twenty years ago, in a place that 
had been overstepped in the rapid 
march of 
civilization, 
he taught 
"singing school." 
A little portable 
melodeon—a direct descendant of an 
accordean, according to the Darwin- 
theory—was the first musical instru- 
ment, except, perhaps, a fiddle or two, 
in in the curiosity, i)cople flocked 
from distant places to hear the "new 
music," and were amazed when he 
played "Green-field" with both hands 
at once. 


People speak of muscular Christian- 
ity, but those were the days of mus- 
cular teaching. 
He led his classes to 
the conflict, and they took "pitch" 
and "time" by storm. He had heard 
President Hayes say he was tired after 
shaking hands with 20,000 people. I/e 
was tired after spending one evening 
trying to keep a school house full of 
turbulent singers somewhere near to- 
gether. It was difficult, for him at 
least, to teach time. He then had an 
idea that it was necessary to "beat" 
time visibly. 
Accordingly the girls 
moved their thumbs to and fro behind 
their books, and the boys cut off' the 
rythm in slices a yanl long or else 
they lost the track. So he put the 
most muscular specimens at the end 
next the aisle to keep them from 
punching cach other's heads. 
Here 
their arms moved in unsteady circles, 
like a row of windmills out of gear. 


He used to ride through the forests 
where wild animals ranged the woods, 
sweep out his school house, and anufl" 
the candle with his fingers. This last 
was not to be sneezed at, for it was a 
difficult thing to do; one was in dan- 
ger of putting out the light or burn- 
ing one's fingers. Round notes were 
justthen introduced, and to the elderly 
folks—accustomed to "buckwheats," 
the new round "do" was like nn un- 
reliable politician of whose where- 
abouts they were never sure. He 
hadn't an honest look like the old 
square or three cornered note« whose 
shape told where they belonged and 
all about them. It was difficult to 
teach key. He was never sure whether 
his pupils knew the key, or only 
pretended, in order to avoid further 
explanation. The girls always asked 
where "do" was, anyway. In connec- 
tion with this the judge gave four 
lines containing nine facts: 


The key natural is C. 
The sharp kep are 'G, D, A, E. 
And, mind what I say.

This and a stanza beginning, "Thir- 
ty days hath September," were all the 
poetry he knew and could say. 
They

three "sharps," and in this the pupils 
followed their teacher.

To some 
voices, chromatic intervals were im- 
possibilities, almost. It was torture to 
a sensitive mind to feel for a sharp 
sixth without the least idea of its 
whereabouts. It was like trying to 
put one's finger into a hole with one's 
eyes shut. 


He spoke of the satisfaction in good 
work well done, and asked, "How 
shall music satisfy the demand that it 
makes upon the time and energy of 
the people." Premising that musical 
culture is not always for good, that 
some music, like some literature, is 
light and frivolous, he directed at- 
tention to the necessity of choosing 
well and then working thoroughly. 
Voice culture is of great importance, 
as in song thoughts, as well as music 
are given to the hearer. 
There is a 
tendency to froth in musical culture, 
a tendency to ignore sentiment for 
mere execution. 


He concluded with a plea for social 
vocal music that was certiiinly excel 
lent and, better still, involved pradic' 
qI conclusions.

and moral and material resources of 
Fort Wayne, and the absolute neces- 
sity that our city shoul4 be properly 
represented in Prof. Collett's report. 


After an informal discussion the 
mayor was requested to call a special 
meeting of the council for 4 o'clock 
this afternoon to take action. 


On motion, a committee of five—O. 
P. Morgan, R. S. Robertson, A. C. 
Trentman, ,T. D. Sarnighausen and H. 
C. Grafte—was appointed to lay the 
matter before the council, and if the 
necessary appropriation should be re- 
fused, to collect voluntary subscrip- 
tions from citizens. 


Finally, at the 
suggestion 
of 
Councilman Hettler, it was decided 
not to hold a special meeting of the 
council, but to get the signatures of 
councilmen to a request to the mayor 
to appoint the necessary persons to 
gather and prepare the desired infoi'- 
mation, the total expense not to ex- 
ceed $150. 
The request was drawm 
up, signed by Councilmen 
Hettler, 
Ilamilton and Noll, and turned over 
to the committee above named. 


The information called for embraces 
statistics as to the city finances; the 
churches, their membership, value of 
their property, average attendance on 
services, salaries of ministers, etc.; 
the newspapers, their size, politics, 
circulation, etc.; the educational in- 
stitutions, the number of scholars and 
teachers; the full mortuary record;

classes of people, statistics as to the 
mercantile and manufacturing inter- 
ests, number of employers and em- 
ployed, capital invested, amounts dis- 
bursed for wages, material, etc., ag- 
gregate business, together with the 
following: 
Total length of streets in 
feet, number of polls, date of incor- 
poration, present population, number f 
of 
shiftless 
trifling men ("dead I 
beats"), number of professional gam- 
blers, number of houses of ill-fame, 
number of lewu women, number of 
lewd men, number of habitual drunk- 
ards, number of physicians, number 
of lawyers, number of clergymen, total 
amount of aid or donations to railways, 
number of establisments propelled by 
steam, or water, with the total horse 
Xiwerofsame; number and value of 
juildings erected during the year;
